is the/attitude the farmer holds to- 
v/arda most of us. 


You see. most of the 
"city 
folks" 


that drill out in the country on these 
trips used to live in tho country and 
so it is iiatural for them to go back 
"home" again. 
Ordinarily the farmer has little ob- 


jection to the fisherman who walks 
beside the lake and streams on his 
property. He frequently does object to 
the general public wandering over his 
lands on hunting trips. 
Have you ever tried to figure out 


why objection was raised in one in- 
stance and not in the other? 
As it 


comes.to our mind we 
believe 
the 


reason is that a careless hunter possi- 
bly killed either that farmer's 
or a 


neighboring farmer's 'cow or some oth- 
er stock, making it hard for all hunt- 
ers who come to the community. 


Or maybe a fence was broken down 


and the cattle got out. 
In any event 


the farm owner has the last say. He is 
the boss and you only fish or hunt on 
his property with his consent. 


The farmer, generally speaking, 
is 


the most neighborly kind of a fellow 
when he knows he is getting a square 
deal. The exact .opposite is the case if 
the situation is reversed. 


Experience of many years, hunting 


over thousands of acres of land, on 
hundreds of farms, has taught us that 
if the farmer is approached first for 
permission to fish and 
hunt on his 


.property the request will be granted 
in 99 cases out of a hundred. 


There Is something for us all to 


remember. If a man's property is good 
enough to hunt or fish on, it certainly 
is worth a few. minutes bjL-that time 
to secure permission. 


It's the only way and if followed 


out will mean much to fishermen and 
hunters in the years that are to come. 


H. M. asks: What is the best bait for 


inland fishing through the ice? As in 
summer fishing, as well as through the 
ice the live creek chub ranks as the 
best bait.

FRANCE. Feb. 9. (By the Associated 
tress.)—The armies of 
the 
German 


crown prince before Verdun sinoe Feb 
J, have suffered costly defeats in sev- 
en raids on French positions on both 
sides of the Mouse.

:imes not a single permanent advan- 
tage has been gained. 


On Feb. 2 the Germans made three 


separate assaults .on 
the 
Caurierca 


wood on the right bank of the Meuse, 
but were hurled back on. each occa- 
sion by the French who dashed 
meet them with bayonets and hand 
grenades, killing large numbers. North 
of Hill 344 on Feb. 3, five German col- 
umns advanced in a thick fog after a 
heavy preliminary bombardment, and 
succeeded in entering the French front 
line momentarily:. They were driven 
out in vigorous hand-to-hand fighting 
and again suffered severely. 


A Baden division,, preceded by shock 


units, assaulted the French line at the 
same place on Feb. 4. They gained 


footing in the trenches for a few 


minutes and then were chased off af- 
ter sacrificing many lives and leav- 
ing some prisoners. On^Feb. 6 in the 
vicinity of Fosses wood another 
at- 


tack was made at dawn after a short 
and sharp artillery preparation by Han- 
ovarian troops and a relief division. 
They succeeded in reaching the French 
barbed wire and in occupying an elo.J 
ment of the French positions. 
They 


were driven out almost immediately 
and pursued by the French, leaving 
many dead and a number'of captured. 


Between Samogneux and Hill 344 on 


Feb. 7 another German assault was re- 
pulsed with still more losses. This 
sector is composed mainly of positions 
formed of groups of shell craters, or-' 
g-anized since the French gained their 
great victory last fall.

secretary of agriculture the purchase 
of about 100,000 tons 
of nitrate of 


soda which will be sold to farmer* at 
cost, 
farmers 
paying 
the 
freight 
charges from the port of arrival and 
the state fertilizer tag free. 


The nitrate probably will 
be used 


most largely by farmers in the At- 
lantic cost states from Long Island 
to Florida, owing to the value o' 
nitrates for such crops as truck, grain, 
and cotton, and the greater cost of 
freight to middle and western states. 
The free-on-board cars price at ports 
will be seventy-flve dollars and fifty 
cents a ton ($75.60.) 


County agents and local committees 


are co-operating with the department 
of agriculture in the work of distri- 
buting the nitrate, and will furnish 
farmers with application blanks and 
explanations of how to obtain the ma- 
terial. If the total of the applications 
exceeds the. 100,000 tons available, the 
government reserves the right to pro- 
rate : the amount 
to 
individuals 
In 


smaller quantities. 


None. of the nitrate will be sold to 
dealers either 
directly or indirectly. 


according to the department, and each 
farmer in 'his application must agree 
not to 
any nitrate, but to use 


It on .his own, farm. Applications must 
be signed and returned so as to reach 
the county agents or members of local 
committees by February 4. The gov- 
ernment-is making every 
effort 
to 


reach farmers who desire a part of 
this nitrate, but states that it will be 
impossible for the county agents or 
other persons to visit every individua' 
farmer and urges all who desire to 
purchase nitrate to get in touch with 
their local county agent or a member 
of their local committee.

Intermission. ;ahdj came back home 
loaded to the guzzle with war-like 
information. 
There is nothing ; sur- 


prising in this, 'for McCormick comes 
of a v;ar-iike family. 
The family 


owns the Chlc-agp'' Tribune, and its 
editor is Robert R. McCormick, broth- 
er of Medill. 
Shortly after the . war broke out 


over there, Robert-,R. McCormick de- 
cided to go to Europe as editorial 
war correspondent, of : the Tribune. 
At/that time Ed. Dunne was gov- 
ernor of Illinois. Well, Editor R. R. 
McCormick went to G'ov. Dunne and 
persuaded him 'to make Editor Mc- 
Cormick a majpr in the Illinois na- 
tional guard. 
Whereupon Editor Mc- 


Cormick bought all 
the 
uniforms, 
gold lace, epaulettes, brass buttons, 
ingbings and dew-dads that go with 
a maje, and visited all the warring 
countries as a full-fledged 
major. 
Armed with the military knowl- 


edge he .-gained by wearing that uni- 
form, Tie has been writing authori- 
tative articles on war 
ever 
since. 
Right after he got back the Century 
magazine published' one 
of 
these 
knowledgeous war articles "By Major^ 
R." R. McCormick." 
But the magazine forgot to tell its 
readers -that' the maje 
became a 
major in one shake of a stockyard 
lamb's tail,'through the kindly cour- 
tesy' of the gentle Gov. Dunne. 
Now we. find that military genius 
runs in the family, for when Broth- 
er Medill McCormick got back home 
after 11 weeks in Europe, he under- 
stood the- whole war game from stem 
to gudgeon, A to Izzard and soda to 
hock. 
One -thing I'll say for Medill—he's 
not stingy. 
He didn't accumulate 
all that wisdom and keep .it to him- 
self. 
He loved his country too well 
for that. 
So he went before .the 


seriate committee of military affairs 
and told them all he knew and then 
some. 
He told how he had talked 


with Lloyd George and at least one 
of -Lloyd 
George's 
private 
secre- 
taries. "Likewise, Gen. Petain. Gen. 
Robertson and 
other 
Frencl. and 
British officers of high renown. 


.1 will now pass along' some of this 


valuable information, brought home 
by Brother Medill. from, war-stricken 
Europe. 
Following are 
questions 


and answers as published in the New 
York Times: 
"Senator Hitchcock—We have been 


told, that there is a great superiority 
of British and French 
ammunition 


over the German ammunition. 
"Mr. McCormick—There is a su- 


periority., to a . certain extent. . I was 
lying on my stomach there one day 
when the shells were passing over 
us and I found that a great many 
of 'them did not break. " 
"Senator Weeks—You mean that 


'they did not explode? 
' 


-'•'Mr. McCormick—Yes, sir. There 
was a high proportion of shells which 
did not explode and of asphyxiating 
shells. 


"Senator Hitchcock—Is 
there any 
way to get knowledge as to what 
proportion of the British and French 
shells did not explode? 


"Mr. McCormick—The airplane men 
can tell that pretty well. 
At the 
battle of Chemiii de Dames they sim- 
ply ruined the Germans. 
I went ba.ck 


to Cnmpiegne at the end of the day aud 
found General Petain nervous. I was 
rather surprised, because it was the 
first time I had even seen his calm 
disturbed. 
He was worried because 
the Germans did not reply. - He was 
wondering why. I told, him that I 
thought they were not able 'to do so. 
He could not believe it." 
Numerous congressmen have been 


over at the front, but the poor boobs 
probably stood on their hind legs and 
gawped when shells Hew over their 
heads. 
But not a war-like McCor- 


mick. 
Certainly not Medill. 
He got 
right down on his stomach where he 
could get a line view of the sky, and 
spotted the shells that didn't break. 


And when General Petain, the great 
French commander, was puzzled; who 
unpuiKled him? 
Medill McCormick. 


Gen. Petain was not only puzzled, he 
was actually nervous. 
Besides that' 


he was disturbed- and worried. 
He 


didn't know why the Germans didn't 
reply. 
But Medill wasn't nervous; he wasn't 


disturbed; he wasn't worried. He was 
merely surprised—and surprised only 
because Gen. Petain couldn't (igurc out 
why the Germans didn't reply.

With characteristic McCormick genius 
ho pointed put that the Germans didn't 
reply because they were not able.' 


Medill didn't even have to lie on 


his stomach to solve this puzzle for 
Gen. Petain. 
Ho got his inspiration 


standing up-' 
But the 
senate committee 
didn t 


stop at shells. They learned some- 
tiling about airplauso too, as witness 
the following:

"Senator New—How are the airplane 


men doing? 
"Mr. McCormick—There wero 
not 


many up to the time that I left." 
But Brother McCormick didn't stop 


with the gleaning of military Inform- 
ation.' He also learned just how Lloyd 
George and others wanted us to run 
I lie war. 
"Mr. 
McCormick—I . spent 
three 


hours with Lloyd George the day w,o 
got the last bad news from Italy. He 
talked Very freely. Lloyd George was 
(•specially anxious to know what had 
happened to Leonard Wood, where he 
had been buried and why he. was not 
In Washing'ton or Paris. He wantncl 
him on the Allied War Council as our 
representative. He was very insistent 
upon that point.* * *

"Senator Hitchcock—Is he disposed 


to bo critical of our military author- 
ities?

hotter put It this way. Between the 
time when 1 first wont to England and 
before I went to Italy, and when 1 ro- 
turned, thero was a. perceptible change.

governor's 
residence at 
Sacramento. 


Agents discovered a nest of plotters, 
whose activities 
extended throughout 
the Pacific coast territory. 


In addition to blowing up factories, 


Plotters in that section: of the country 
had planned to foment strikes among 
workmen engaged in war industries, to 
destroy fruit trees and crops and to a 
lesser extent to destroy ships being 
built in yards along the coast.

"When the March prices were set." 


he replied, "the paper trade was in a 
chaotic condition, many papers were 
threatened with extinction due to pa- 
per shortage, and we were endeavor- 
ing to relieve a condition rather than

a principle. 
We now are 


asking for a fair and reasonable return 
for service rendered."

Lieut. Col. Henry S. Graves, 
chief 


forester of the United States, has just 
.returned to Washington after a six 
months1 leave of absence which 
he 


spent in France organizing the 1'ores- 
try unit of the military service. There 
are now two regiments 
of 
United 


States foresters' in France as a part 
.of the engineering branch of the ser- 
vice. 
These men are doing valuable 


work along their specialized line and 
among them are many 
from 
New 


England. 
The foresters play an im- 


portant part in solving 
the 
trans- 


portation problem. 
Immense amounts 


' of lumber are needed for railroad ties, 
barracks, road materials, trench work, 
docks, telephone and telegraph poles, 
hangars for the aviation service ana 
other similar purposes. It was nec- 
essary to save tonnage by using as 
far as possible lumber from the for- 
ests of France, .but men were lacking 
to carry on the work, and the United 
States and Canada are 
furnishing 


trained men to act in co-ordination 
with the foresters of France. 
Iho 
forests are being cut extensively, but 
the work is done in such a manner 
that the French system of forestry 
will not be interfered 
with 
or the 


forests 
despoiled, s Trees are 
first

cutting by the Frencn. 


then 
the 
American 
and, Canadian 


forestry regiments get busy and com- 
plete the work. It is the first time 
military foresters have been tried out 
on a big scale. The forestry unit in- 
cludes "saw mill men, loggers, bosses, 
swampers, stable boys and, the usual 
personnel of a logging camp. But the 
men .are all in uniform, officered W 
men bearing the usual military .titles, 
the camps are under strict military 


. discipline, and

Gov. Milliken of Maine has been

"The state of Maine will co-operate in 
doing all this, if the government will 
also come to the assistance of the far- 
mers," added the governor, "but it's 
only fair the farmers should know 
that they will have some government 
protection if they plant excessive crops 
under the present crippled labor con- 
ditions."

the sorrow which it brings is inten- 
sified when it cuts off a life like that 
of our departed friend, full of the joys 
of living, of humane sympathy, good 
will and a spirit of sunshine that lit 
up the sphere in which he moved. Mr. 
Hearn was a very fluent and versatile 
writer.

The nitrate probably will be u«i 


most largely by farmers In the At 
lantlc cost states from Long Island 
to Florida, owing to the value o 
nitrates for such crops as 'ruck, grain 
and cotton, and the greater cost 6 
freight to middle and western states 
The free-on-board cars price at ports 
will be seventy-five dollars and flfty 
cents a ton ($75.50.) 


County agents arid local committees 


are co-operating with the department 
of agriculture in the work of distri- 
cting the nitrate, and will furnish 
farmers with application blanks and 
explanations of how to obtain the ma- 
erial. If the total of the applications 
exceeds the 100,000 tons available, the 
government reserves the right to pro- 
rate the' amount 
to 
individuals 
in 
smaller quantities. 


None of the nitrate will be sold to 


dealers either 
directly or Indirectly, 


according to the department, and each 
"armer In his application must agree 
not to resell any nitrate, but to use 
t on his own farm. Applications must 
e signed and returned so as to reach 
he county agents or members' of-local 
:omm!ttees by February 4. The gov- 
irnment Is making every 
effort 
to 


each farmers who desire a part of 
his nitrate, but,states that it will be 
mpossible for the county agents or 
ther persons to visit every individua' 
armer and urges all who desire to 
urchase nitrate to get in touch with 
heir local county agent or a member 
f their local committee.
